Cause of til* Bcalh -A Surcical Rlutirter 

Paris correspondence N. Y. Tribune. 

Paris, October 18. 

Sainte-Beuve, “the master of all of us,” 
as Matthew Arnold calls him, died ou 
Wednesday, the 15th instant, at 1:50 
o’clock in the afternoon. His fepitaph is 
not yet written, and 1 doubt if, when it is, 
it will contain the melancholy, but, alas, 
too true, statement that he was murdered 
by his physicians. It would be unneces- 
sary cruelty to give their names, which for 
the rest are too famous to be hid, but the 
post mortem examination of the body of 
the illustrious writer established their 
responsibility, if not for his death, and this 
it would be great grace to allow, at least 
for tbe prolonged and awful sufferings to 
which the last few years of his life were a 
prey. Dr. Yeyne, his friend and physi- 
cian for fifteen years — a man attached to 
him by the closest ties of affectionate ad- 
miration — believed that he had the stone, 
but the other medical men who were called 
in consultation declared him mistaken, and 
insisted on treatinghiin for a swellingofthe 
prostate and inflammation of the bladder. 
Of this disease it was announced in all the 
newspapers that he had died two days af- 
ter a severe operation for the removal of 
an abscess that had formed upon the 
prostate, and which he bore with wonder- 
ful courage. But the post-mortem exami 
nation revealed the truth of Dr. Vey’ne’s 
diagnosis. The bladder was found to con- 
tain three large calculi, of which the 
largest, says the Moniteur, following the I 
Gaulois, was the size of a large hen’s egg 
(</VOS avuf de -poult), and the two others 
were tiiangular and measured nine centi- 
metres, a little over three inches.
